fort. from the general tone of John 
L. Lewis's letter accompanying the 
United 
Mine 
Workers' 
strike 


notice, in spite of the pledge ot

Discounting a certain amount of 


bluster and rhetoric in Mr. Lewis's 
communication a disturbing core of 
intransigency wns apparent in his 
recital of grievances. Granted that 
most of these grievances seem

illogical, and that1 Mr. 
plaintiveness is, a little 
character. The point is that John 
L.' Lewis is n determined, strong- 
willed, clever man who desn't fear 
operators, government or public 
opinion.

ernment. And the confused history 
of wartime wage'policy gives no 
hope that the coal negotiations will 
be swift, smooth a'nd uneventful.

This formula limited the rise in

in the snow. 


The soldier was wading 
for- 


ward through knee-deep drifts in 
a dawn attack through a wooded 
area with his squad. 
They were 


caught in an artillery and mortar 
barrage so heavy they had to 
withdraw. 
A burp gun bullet hit 


the private in his left thigh and 
right hip. 
. Unable to walk, he burrowed 
into the snow to hide, but he was 
so weak from the loss of blood 
that he fainted. 


For thu next 110 houts> he lay 


alone with nothing but his over- 
coat to keep him watm. 
All he 


had to eat was three ration choco- 
late bars. 


A soldier less haidy would have 


perished, but not this Missouri 
boy. 
He ate his chocolate bars 


sparingly. 
He melted- snow m 


his mouth. To keep from freez- 
ing and to'maintain his circula- 
tion he flexed his muscles when- 
ever his strength permitted. 


One night it snowed, covering 


the soldier and making- it all but 
impossible for his own medics to 
find him. 


Finally two men from another 


company came close enough to 
hear his calls for help. They were 
pinned down' themselves and un- 
able to reach him. But when they 
got back to their own outfit they 
reported his location. 


On the fifth day his own bat- 


talion attacked again and pushed 
back the Germans. Medics found 
the wounded man weak, but con- 
scious. His morale was still high 
although he was suffering from 
frostbite as weil as his wounds. 


"He had spent five' nights and 


four days alone in the nearest 
place on earth to hell," said one 
of his buddies.

Tax Lesson

Washington — Check now. Do 


you have to file 
a declaration of 


estimated income tax for 1915? If 
you do, you may as well do it 
while you're 
figuring 
out your 


19-1-1 return. 


Twelve million pepole will have 


to file—by March 15—a declara- 
tion of estimated income tax for 
1945 
and make the first quarter- 


ly installment payment. 
" This is separate from any final 
rctuin and payment to be made 
by March 10 o"n 191-1 income tax. 


The 
purpose 
of the estimate 


and quarterly payments is to get 
as many people as possible on a 
pay-as-you-go 
basis. 
This 
year 


full tax will 
be 
withheld 
from 


wages and salaries up to 53,000. 


Many people 
will make 
more 


than that and some of them will 
have to make up the difference 
between tax withheld and full tax 
due. 


Others—like 
doctors 
paid 
in 


fees and landlords living off rents 
—will not have any taxes with- 
held from their income. 


So they'll buve to get on a pay- 


as-you-go 
basis 
by 
estimating 


their income and tax for the year 
and paying the tax in quarterly 
installments. 


You have to file 
the declara- 


.tion of estimated tax 
due and 


mnke the first quaiterly payment 


by'March 15 -if you expect to re- 
ceive: 


1. 
Wages subject to withhold- 


ing in excess of $5.000. plus S500 
for each surtax exemption except 
your own. 


2. Income from all other souic- 


es in excess of §100 provided your 
total 
income 
is 
expected 
to 


amount to $500 or more. 


Examples:

- 


A. 
You're • single, 
no depend- 


ents and you expect to make, over 
So.000. You have to file a declar- 
ation even though full tax is with- 
held from your salary up to $5,000. 


B. 
You're 'married, two chil- 


dren, and taxes regularly will be 
withheld from your salary. 
You 


don't have to do it unless you ex- 
pect to make 
more than 
$6,500 


because you 
get S500 exemption 


each for your wife and 2 children. 


C. 
You get 
S^.OOO 
in salary 


from which taxes arc withheld but 
you expect to get more than S100 
from rent, or dividends 
or- some 


other source. 
You have to file a 


declaration no matter how 
many 


exemptions you have. 


But—in deciding whether 
you 


must file 
a declaration 
exclude 


fiom your calculations on income 
any items which 
are wholly ex- 


empt from lax. such as muster- 
ing-out pay, the first $1.500 of ac- 
tive 
military pay. 
government 


contributions to 
monthly • family 


allowances, 
and 
social" security 


benefits. 


Farmers are the only persons 


permitted to postpone filing then- 
declarations. 
They 
have 
until 


January 15. 1916. to file their 1915 
declarations but must pay the full 
tax at tiiat time.
